dred and eighty pounds; ddrk com- 
plexion with coarse black 
hair; 


and grey eyes '— and other marks 
or brands recollected—" 


That biography, written in 1859, 


helped get Abraham Lincoln elect- 
ed president the following year. 


And today, on the 138th anniver- 


sary of Lincoln's birth, the original 
manuscript was to be presenled to 
the Library of Congress. 


The Rev. Robert Dale Richard- 


son of Medford, Mass., was select- 
ed to make the presentalion. Rich- 
ardson is the great grandson 
of 
Jesse W. Fell, who persuaded Lin- 
coln to write the autobiography. 


Fell, one-time publisher

dred and eighty pounds; ddrk com- 
plexion with coarse black 
hair; 


and grey eyes '— and other marks 
or brands recollected—" 


That biography, written in 1859, 


helped get Abraham Lincoln elect- 
ed president the following year. 


And today, on the 138th anniver- 


sary of Lincoln's birth, the original 
manuscript was to be presenled to 
the Library of Congress. 


The Rev. Robert Dale Richard- 


son of Medford, Mass., was select- 
ed to make the presentalion. Rich- 
ardson is the great grandson 
of 
Jesse W. Fell, who persuaded Lin- 
coln to write the autobiography. 


Fell, one-time publisher 
of 
the' 


Bloomington, 111., Parttagraph, was 
among the first .to see presidential 
possibilities in Lincoln. 


Fell was in the East 
in 1858,

The department is not gratuitously 
confiding, or it is not for me but 
for them to say 
whether 
Mr. 


Ickes himself hit upon this figure 
and, if so, whether he based it on 
practical considerations or played 
a hunch like the 
late 
President 
Roosevelt, when he hiked the price 
of gold 21 cents because that was 
three times lucky seven and thus a 
thrice-charmed figure.

tieth century, generally credited to 
Henry Wallace,

his time who was also the unde- 
feated catchweight ..champion 
at 


face-tag, musical chairs and spin- 
the-plale in his earlier athletic ca- 
reer in Des Moincs. 


The common man 
is distinctly 


superior to the neanderthal man, 
but equally inferior to the Hyde 
Park man, the highest point in hum- 
an culture to date. Mr. Ickes is a 
Hyde Park man. 


Arthur Demaray, the associate 


superintendent of the national park 
service in Washington,

The "very moderate" rental was 


established during Mr. Ickes' ten- 
ure as secretary of the interior. 
The department is not gratuitously 
confiding, or it is not for me but 
for them to say 
whether 
Mr. 


Ickes himself hit upon this figure 
and, if so, whether he based it on 
practical considerations or played 
a hunch like the 
late 
President 
Roosevelt, when he hiked the price 
of gold 21 cents because that was 
three times lucky seven and thus a 
thrice-charmed figure. 


The common man is an anthro- 


pological discovery of the 
twen- 


tieth century, generally credited to 
Henry Wallace, 
a 
noted 
Indian 


wrestler and boomerang-thrower of 
his time who was also the unde- 
feated catchweight ..champion 
at 


face-tag, musical chairs and spin- 
the-plale in his earlier athletic ca- 
reer in Des Moincs. 


The common man 
is distinctly 


superior to the neanderthal man, 
but equally inferior to the Hyde 
Park man, the highest point in hum- 
an culture to date. Mr. Ickes is a 
Hyde Park man. 


Arthur Demaray, the associate 


superintendent of the national park 
service in Washington, 
said- the 


Chicago office of this service would 
be the place to inquire for detailed 
information.

knowledge, however, that Thom- 
as Corcoran, the exuberant accord- 
ion minstrel of the first and second

three weeks there. However, It was 
.stated that orders were given that 
his presence was not to be dis- 
cussed nor his privacy disturbed, 
so he could have been in residence 
when they thought he was not. 
The summer home is near Bar 


Harbor, whence Mr. Ickes 
hired 


his servants, who lived off 
the 


premises. The Chicago office 
de- 


cribes it as a ten-room 
house, 


well furnished and equipped. Mr. 
Chapman said it had a beautiful 
great living room with a fireplace,

ster, of Maine, says that a "fair 
competitive rental" would be $1,- 
000 for the season, of about four 
months. 


The "very moderate" rental was 


established during Mr. Ickes' ten- 
ure as secretary of the interior. 
The department is not gratuitously 
confiding, or it is not for me but 
for them to say 
whether 
Mr. 


Ickes himself hit upon this figure 
and, if so, whether he based it on 
practical considerations or played 
a hunch like the 
late 
President 
Roosevelt, when he hiked the price 
of gold 21 cents because that was 
three times lucky seven and thus a 
thrice-charmed figure. 


The common man is an anthro- 


pological discovery of the 
twen- 


tieth century, generally credited to 
Henry Wallace, 
a 
noted 
Indian 


wrestler and boomerang-thrower of 
his time who was also the unde- 
feated catchweight ..champion 
at 


face-tag, musical chairs and spin- 
the-plale in his earlier athletic ca- 
reer in Des Moincs. 


The common man 
is distinctly 


superior to the neanderthal man, 
but equally inferior to the Hyde 
Park man, the highest point in hum- 
an culture to date. Mr. Ickes is a 
Hyde Park man. 


Arthur Demaray, the associate 


superintendent of the national park 
service in Washington, 
said- the 


Chicago office of this service would 
be the place to inquire for detailed 
information. That, office 
had 
no 


knowledge, however, that Thom- 
as Corcoran, the exuberant accord- 
ion minstrel of the first and second 
New Deals, also known as Tommy

three weeks there. However, It was 
.stated that orders were given that 
his presence was not to be dis- 
cussed nor his privacy disturbed, 
so he could have been in residence 
when they thought he was not. 
The summer home is near Bar 


Harbor, whence Mr. Ickes 
hired 


his servants, who lived off 
the 


premises. The Chicago office 
de- 


cribes it as a ten-room 
house, 


well furnished and equipped. Mr.
